Bay  and  oriel, 
winders,  porches  and  balconies,  cornices  and  belt  courses,  and 
appendages  such  as  water  tables,  sills,  capitals,  bases  and  other 
decorative  features,  may  project  over  the  public  sidewalk  located 
within  the  street  area  fronting  the  building  a  distance, as 
determined  by  the  clearance  of  the  lowest  point  of  the  projection 
above  the  grade  Immediately  below. 

Nc  projection  is  permitted  for  a  clearance  above  grade  less 
than  10  feet.
